Claim Rejections - 35 USC . 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
therefore, subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claims are directed to a non-statutory subject matter, 
specifically, the claims are not directed towards the final 
result that is "useful, tangible and concrete. 

(See State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02). 

According to the New Guidelines of October 26, 2005; which 
states that "A claim limited to a machine or manufacture, which 
has a practical application, is statutory. In most cases a 
claim to a specific machine or manufacture will have a practical 
application. See Alappat , 33 F.3d at 1544, 31 USPQ2d at 1557)...

The Supreme Court has repeatedly held that abstractions are not patentable. "An idea of 
itself is not patentable". Rubber-Tip Pencil Co. V. Howard , 20 Wall. 498, 07. Phenomena of 
nature, though just discovered, mental processes, abstract intellectual concepts are not 
patentable, as they are the basic tools of scientific and technological work Gottschalk v. Benson , 
175 USPQ 673, 675 (S Ct 1972). It is a common place that laws of nature, physical phenomena, 
and abstract ideas are not patentable subject matter Parker v. Flook , 197 USPQ 193, 201 (S Ct 
1978). A process that consists solely of the manipulation of a data structure is not concrete or 
tangible. See In re Warmerdam, 33 F.3d 1354, 1360, 31 USPQ2d 1754, 1759 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 
See also Schrader, 22 F.3d at 295, 30 USPQ2d at 1459. 

Therefore, Examiner believes that the above listed 
claims are nonstatutory. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 



Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Reuven Bakalash et al . (U.S. Publication No. 
2002/0029207 Al and Bakalash hereinafter) . 

Regarding Claim 1, Bakalash teaches a plurality of 
resources, each resource having a plurality of associated 
orthogonal resource material categories [0015] ; and a resource 
controller, coupled to said plurality of resources, for grouping 
a subset of said plurality of resources having matching values 
for all of said associated orthogonal resource material 
categories [0024] [0027] . 



Regarding Claim 2, Bakalash teaches a number of said 
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plurality of associated orthogonal resource material categories 
is equal to three [Figures 2B; 3C2-3C3] . 

Regarding Claim 3, Bakalash teaches plurality of resources 
include electronic documents distributed over one or more 
coupled computing systems [0169-0176] [Figures IB and Figure 6A] . 

Regarding Claim 4, Bakalash teaches orthogonal resource 
material categories include a subject identity category, an 
object identity category, and a context category 
[0123] [0061] [Figure 3C1] . 

Regarding Claim 5, Bakalash a display for presenting said 
subset of said plurality of resources [Figure 1A] . 

Regarding Claim 6, Bakalash a display for presenting a 
particular one of plurality of resources from said subset of 
resources and presenting a reference to one or more other 
resources from said subset of resources [0063] . 

Regarding Claim 7, Bakalash teaches one or more resource 
gateways, each resource gateway defining a second subset of said 
plurality of resources having matching values for less than all 
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of said orthogonal resource categories [0027] [Figure 3C1] [Figure 
1A] . 

Regarding Claims 8-10, Bakalash plurality of resources 
additionally includes at least one associated non- orthogonal 
resource material category ... [Figure 1A] [0134] [0177] . 

Regarding Claims 9-33, the limitations of these claims is 
similar in scope to the rejected claims above and are therefore 
rejected as set forth above.
